Regenfs  Approve  Semester  Plan! 

To  the  Student  Body: 

On  December  5,  1951,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  this  college 
approved  a  recommendation  of  your  faculty  and  president 
that  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  adopt  the  semester 
system  as  soon  as  the  necessary  work  of  planning  is  accomp¬ 
lished.  Thts  decision  was  reached  after  a  careful  study  of  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  present  quarterly  system  | 

as  compared  with  the  semester  system. 

Since  this  college  has  always  employed  the  semester  hour 
as  its  unit  of  credit,  the  change  in  systems  will  be  largely  one 
of  changing  the  college  calendar.  The  nine  months  academic 
year  will  be  divided  into  two  periods  instead  of  three,  as  at 
present. 

Requirements  for  graduation  will  remain  the  same,  and 
course  values  will  remain  the  same  excepting  for  a  half-hour 
revision  upward  or  downward  of  courses  carrying  two  and  one- 
half  hours  of  credit.  Students  who  have  completed  such 
courses  will  neither  lose  nor  gain  credit  as  a  result  of  these 
minor  revisions. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  Council,  the  faculty,  the 
administration,  and  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  change  repre¬ 
sents  progress,  and  will  provide  an  improved  condition  for 
conducting  the  college  program.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
change  to  a  semester  system  will  be  effective  starting  with  the 
school  year  1952-1953.

States  recently.  She  received  her

on  May  25,  1950. 

Barbro  traveled  the  distance  from 
Sweden  to  Idlewiid  Airport,  New 
York,  by  Scandanavian  Air  System 
in  24  hours.  Three  days  spent  in 
New  York  was  the  beginning  of  her 
U.  S.  visit.  She  has  been  visiting 
friends  in  Stuart,  Iowa,  and  Mary¬ 
ville. 

She  plans  to  be  in  the  United 
States  for  some  time.  Perhaps,  Bar¬ 
bro  says,  she  will  go  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Minnesota  to  do  graduate 
work  toward  a  M.  A.  degree  in 
languages. 

Barbro  said  that  Sunday 
morning,  April  29,  while  sitting 
at  the  breakfast  table  in  her 
home,  she  heard  the  radio  an¬ 
nouncer  speak  of  the  explosion 
at  Maryville,  Missouri,  and  of 
the  burning  of  the  Residence 
Hall  for  women.

Safe  Driving  Doesn't  Hurt,  But  Carelessness 
Can  Kill;  Help  Keep  the  College  Family  Happy 


Although  relatively  few  automo¬ 
bile  accidents  occur  on  campuses  of 
colleges  and  universities,  there  is 
always  the  danger  of  a  mishap 
Which  may  result  in  the  death  or 
injury  of  some  innocent  person. 
Such  a  mishap  is  not  unavoidable! 

On  the  college  campuses  dally  are 
many  pedestrians,  who  have  every 
right  to  expect  consideration  from 
drivers  in  the  form  of  sale  and 
sane  driving.  These  pedestrians 
must  be  protected  and  be  allowed 
to  live.  Must  any  one  of  them,  in 
one  second  of  time,  bo  robbed  of 
many  expected  years  of  life  when 
his  death  is  entirely  unnecessary? 
Much  suffering  and  sorrow  can  be 
easily  avoided  by  careful  driving. 

The  young  people  of  America,  the 
promise  and  future  security  of  the 
nation,  are  preparing  to  become  its 
leaders'  The  country  should  not  be 
deprived  of  Its  hold  on  future 
success  merely  because  of  the 
recklessness  and  useless  haste  of 
operators  of  vehicles. 

In  the  year  1950,  drivers 
under  twenty-five  years  of  age 
were  involved  in  twenty-eight 
per  cent  of  the  nation’s  traffio 
accidents.  This  fact  indicates 
that  the  majority  of  American 
college  students  belong  to  the 
age  group  involved  in  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  country’s 
traffic  mishaps.

Surrey's ,  Harr's  Seminar-Type  Class 
Stresses  More  Scholastic  Motivation 


“While  it  looks  like  a  lot  of  work,' 
It  is,”  said  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey  to 
a  class  at  the  beginning  of  this 
quarter.  "The  work  is  going  to  be 
extensive;  you're  going  to  teach  us, 
and  we're  going  to  teach  you.” 

Despite  the  usualness  of  an 
opening  remark  like  that  in  one  of 
Dr,  Surrey’s  clnsses,  his  statement 
nevertheless  is  realistic  because  he 
is  referring  to  a  course  which  is 
being  offered  for  the  first  vtlme  in 
the  school’s  history. 

Departments  Combine 
This  course,  called  Government 
and  Business,  is  a  presentation  of 
the  social  science  and  the  business 
departments  in  which  Dr.  John  L. 
Harr  and  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey  share 
the  laurels  of  teaching. 

There  was  some  argument  wheth¬ 
er  the  course  was  .  economics  or 
business  and  because  the  two 
chairman  could  arrive  at  no  mutual 
satisfaction,  the  course  is  officially 
known  as  Bus.-Econ.  176. 

A  serious  light,  however,  reflects 
over  the  offering  of  this  course. 
Primarily  it  Is  designed  to  give  the 
more  mature  student  an  opportunity 
to  “dig  into  something.” 

The  professors  have  stressed  that 
they  are  not  going  to  be  doing  the 
telling.  They  are  going  to  be  as  one 
of  the  class  joining  In  the 
discussion;  they  want  to  sll  back 
and  “let  the  students  spout  off." 

Will  Motivate  Scholarship 
"Basically  Dr.  Surrey  and  Dr.  Harr 
both  feel  the  need  for  motivating 


scholarship.  They  feel  that  there  is 
no  drive,  no  incentive  to  Inspire 
the  student  to  be  a  scholar  on  this 
campus, 

Consequently,  the  class  hr  com¬ 
posed  of  twelve  students  ,vho  have 
proved  their  worth  in  the  fields  of 
business  and  social  science.  Through 
discussion  between  them,  the  in¬ 
structors  hope  to  encourage  a  mu¬ 
tual  learning  process. 

The’ main  project  for  the.  class 
will  be  a  study  of  a  specific  prob¬ 
lem  in  the  scope  of  the  course, 
each  student  working  one  phase. 
An  outline  and  a  report  to  the 
class  on  the  contents  of  this  pa¬ 
per  are  due  beginning  tomorrow.  It 
seems  the  instructors  have  anal¬ 
yzed  human  nature  and  derived  the 
conclusion  the  students  will  put  off 
research  and  other  extensive  work 
until  the  final  week  of  the  quarter. 

Mimeograph  Paper 

Each  student  will  be  required  to 
submit  to  tlie  other  students  of 
the  class  a  mimeographed  copy  of 
his  paper.  In  this  manner  the  class 
will  have  eleven  research  papers  re¬ 
lating  to  government  and  business 
Instead  of  just  their  own. 

“You  are  guinea  pigs,”  the  In¬ 
structors  tell  the  students  because 
they  are  Initiating  a  new  type  of 
plan,  but  both  students  and  instruc¬ 
tors  are  confident  that  this  semi¬ 
nar-type  experiment  will  motivate 
scholarship  and  be  of  definite  prac¬ 
tical  advantage.

Of  course,  there  is  the  usual  rak¬ 
ing'  over  the  coals,  trie  spotlight 
effect  with  the  lecture  technique 
out  of  which  you  swear  never  to 
do  things  you  know  you'll  only  do 
again  when  the  heat  of  the  light 
cools. 

And  there  is  ostracization — when, 
because  of  your  actions,  you  have 
discredited  yourself  to  the  extreme 
that  you  are  no  longer  wanted  by 
the  group  or  Invited  to  participate 
in  their  activities.  But  this  form 
of  conversion  has  a  retroactive  re¬ 
action,  and  is  unproductive. 

The  most  effective,  the  most 
lasting  correction  of  misdeeds 
must  come  from  the  individual 
himself.  You,  as  a  member  of 
this  College  family,  must,  want 
to  help  in  maintaining  a  clean 
campus. 

All  right,  so  what’s  wrong  with 
our  campus?  What's  all  this  liul- 
labuloo  about?  Take  a  look  around. 
Count  the  number  of  those  smeared, 
little  bits  of  stuffed  paper  com¬ 
monly  called  cigarette  butts.  Quite 
a  few,  and  quite  a  mess. 

The  Marines  had  a  great  deal 
called  "field  stripping”  that 
they  "requested”  their  trainees 
to  observe.  It  simply  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  running  your  finger  nail 
along  the  paper,  scattering  the 
tobacco  in  unseen  myriads,  roll¬ 
ing  the  paper  into  a  little  ball, 
and  throwing  it  away.

Another  function  of  the  school” 
is  to  provide  an  experimental  lab¬ 
oratory  for  the  students,  where  his 
participation  in  various  high  school 
activities  will  lead  to  a  well-de¬ 
veloped  extra-curricular  program. 
Each  Student  Receives  Training 
Every  student  who  is  an  elemen¬ 
tary  and  secondary  education  ma¬ 
jor  is  requested  to  practice  teach 
for  two  quarters.
